cing  attorney,  college  professor 
and  oil  company  executive,  Pres- 
ident Brown  was  named  a mem- 
ber of  the  First  Presidency  in 
June  1961  and  first  counselor  in 
October  1963.  Previously,  he  had 
been  a member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  since  April  1958,  and 
had  served  as  an  Assistant  to  the 
Couricil  since  1953. 


He  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Oct.  24,  1883,  but  much  of  his 
life  has  been  spent  in  Canada.  He 
married  Zina  Young  Card,  daugh- 
ter of  Charles  0.  Card  (founder 
of  Cardston,  Alta.,  Canada)  and 
granddaughter  of  Brigham  Young, 
June  17,  1908,  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple. 

President  Brown  first  practiced 
law  in  Canada  and  later  in  the 
United  States.  During  World  War 
I,  he  served  overseas  in  the  Can- 
adian Army,  attaining  the  rank 
of  major. 

BYU  PROFESSOR 

He  was  professor  of  religion  and 
coordinator  of  veteran’s  affairs  at 
BYU  from  1946  to  1950.  At  the 
time  of  his  call  to  be  one  of  the 
Church’s  General  Authorities,  he 
was  president  and  manager  of  the 
Richfield  Oil  Development  Comp- 
any of  Canada. 

His  present  responsibility  has 
been  preceded  by  years  of  Church 
service.  He  was  a missionary  in 
Great  Britain,  1904-6,  and  subse- 
quently has  been  a bishop’s  coun- 
selor, Alberta  Stake,  Granite 
Stake  President,  and  twice  (1937- 
40  and  1944-46)  British  Mission 
President.

Riots . . . 


Dean  In  Custody  ? 


The  campuses  of  Boston  Uni- 
versity and  Columbia  University 
in  New  York  were  the  scene  Wed- 
nesday of  student  revolts  stem- 
ming from  civil  rights  protests. 

Students  at  Trinity  College  in 
Hartford,  Conn.,  ended  a similar 
protest  when  their  demands  were 
met  by  the  school. 

About  300  black  students  today 
took  over  the  administration  of- 
fice of  Boston  U.,  demanding  a 
stepped  up  scholarship  plan  for 
Negroes.  After  barring  the  doors 
with  ropes  and  chains,  they  final- 
ly admitted  university  President 
Arland  Christ-Janer  and  three 
other  officials. 

TAKES  TIME 

“We  want  to  deal  honestly  with 
the  students,”  Christ-Janer  said 
before  meeting  demons  t r a t i o n 
leaders.  “ The  implementation  of 
some  of  their  proposals  takes 
time.” 

At  Columbia,  student  demon- 
strators leaped  from  ground  floor 
windows  and  bolted  in  a driving 
rain  from  the  university  library 
building  when  they  were  threat- 
ened with  arrest  if  they  continued 
a sit-in. 


Others  remained,  however,  as 
the  sit-in  continued  at  two  cam- 
pus locations. 

HARLEM 

The  Columbia  students  were 
protesting  the  construction  of  a 
new  gymnasium  in  a Harlem 
park  near  the  campus,  asserting 
it  would  deprive  Harlem  residents 
of  a recreation  area. 

Columbia  earlier  had  agreed  to 
include  facilities  in  the  gym  for 
use  by  Harlem  residents. 

The  Boston  protest  was  being 
conducted  by  members  of  Umoja, 
a black  student  group.  Umoja 
means  “unity”  in  Swahili. 

SDS 

Most  of  the  Columbia  demon- 
strators are  members  of  Students 
for  a Democratic  Society  SDS. 

They  were  holding  Dean  Hen- 
ry S.  Coleman  a virtual  prisoner 
in  his  office.  Most  of  the  Colum- 
bia demonstrators  still  engaged 
in  the  protest  at  midday  were 
Negroes. 

They  asked  white  students  to 
disperse  so  they  could  present  a 
united  Negro  front. 

No  arrests  were  made  at  either 
Boston  or  Columbia.
